Algebras, Jan. 17.—The opening oi 
the Moroccan conference during the 
day was chiefly notable for the spirit 
of conciliation manifested throughout 
the 
formal inaugural 
session. 
The 
events of the day were the gathering 
of the am bassadors with their extern 
sive staffs, and the one-hour’s session 
in 
which the 
Duke of 
Almodovar, 
Spanish m inister 
of foreign affairs, 
was unanimously elected president of 
the conference. 
The duke s 
speech 
of acceptance breathed concord and 
peace. 
It counselled the nations to 
adjust their differences 
and em pha­ 
sized the essential principles of the 
sovereignty of the 
sultan, the terri­ 
torial Integrity 
of Morocco 
and the 
open door, 
ll 
was significant 
that 
both the French and German delega­ 
tions heartily .seconded the rem arks 
of tin* duke, thus foreshadowing tho 
amelioration of Franco-German rela­ 
tions. 
The envoys were driven to the con­ 
ference in court equipages sent from 
Madrid by King Alfonso. 
The mule 
trains in the narrow streets had to 
make way for 
these equipages, but 
otherwise the presence of these sug­ 
gestions of more brilliant worlds than 
that of this little Spanish seaport in 
no way affected the townspeople. 


Delegates in Afternoon Dress. 
The delegates had agreed to make 
themselves comfortable 
and 
not to 
trouble about unifoims, 
so most of 
them were in afternoon dress. 
The 
Moors were 
the last to 
arrive and 
their white draperies, turbans and yel­ 
low shoes added an odd touch to a 
gathering that otherwise looked like 
an afternoon tea. 
There were seven 
of the Arabs, 
dignified men with watchful eyes, and 
all with athletic frames 
except Mo­ 
hammed Bl Torres, 
whose figure is 
bent under the weight of his eighty- 
three years, and who walks with a 
long staff which he handles more a3 
a lance than a cane. 
The Duke of Almodovar 
met Mo­ 
hammed El Torres at the head of the 
stairs, a distinction which was not 
shown 
to the other 
delegates. 
The 
repose of the Moors was shaken for a 
second by tho rattle of camera shut­ 
ters in the hands of some thirty for­ 
eign photographers, 
which sounded 
as though a file of soldiers was cock­ 
ing its rifles. 
Fully 
IOO newspaper­ 
men and artists representing illustrat­ 
ed periodicals lined the approaches. 
After the Duke of Almodovar had 
welcomed the conference in the name 
of King Alfonso, H err von Radowitz, 
the German ambassador to Spain, and 
head of the German delegation, rose 
and pointed out that the position al­ 
phabetically of Allemange (Germany) 
gave him 
the right to 
propose the 
Duke of Almodovar for president of 
the conference. 
The election of the 
duke was unanimous. ■ 
The duke thanked H err von Rado­ 
witz, and tho' other members of the 
conference. 
Secretaries 
were 
then 
chosen, 
among them being M. de Margerie, 
formerly secretary of the French em 
bassy at W ashington. 


Seconded by French Delegate. 
M. Revoil, former governor of Al­ 
giers, who heads the French delega­ 
tion, warmly seconded 
the Duke of 
Almodovar’s 
statements. 
He 
urged 
the conference to adhere to thoughts 
so happily expressed by the duke and 
to take as the basis of the projected 
reforms 
the 
triple principle 
enun 
elated. 
H err von Radowitz joined M. Revoil 
In expressing the hope that the work 
of the conference would give a fruit­ 
ful result. 
The conference decided to take up 
first the question of the surveillance 
of contraband and then that regarding 
the 
reform 
of Moroccan 
finances 
This decision indicates 
the disposi­ 
tion of the conference to put off the 
more delicate questions involved un­ 
til the last. 
The conference adjourned for a day 
in order to give the secretaries an 
opportunity to prepare for their work 
It transpires 
that an 
interesting 
vote 
took place 
at the first 
day’s 
meeting on the question of the hour 
tor the 
daily sessions. 
Sir 
Arthur 
Nicholson, the British delegate, pro­ 
posed IO o’clock a. rn., and this was 
carried by a vote of 6 to 4. 
France 
Great Britain, the United States, Bel 
glum, Italy and Austria-Hungary voted 
In the affirmative, Russia, Portugal, 
Holland and Sweden in the negative. 
Spain and Morocco did not vote.

Elk River, Minn., Jan. 17.—A dou­ 
ble m urder and suicide, the result of 
a woman's alleged infidelity, occurred 
in the 
little village 
of Otsego, 
in 
W right county, three miles from here 
Willard 
It. Brandt first 
killed his 
wife. 
A few hours later he shot Jus 
tin 
Adams. 
Then 
he finished 
the 
bloody business by destroying him­ 
self. 
No part of the 
tragedy was wit­ 
nessed 
by any one not 
directly In­ 
volved, 
but the circumstances con­ 
clusively show that 
the first victim 
was the wife. 
She and her four-year- 
old son took dinner at a neighbor’s 
house, and the woman returned alone 
to her home. 
It was then that she 
was shot and killed. 
She had tried to 
defend herself with a butcher knife. 
The afternoon was spent by Brandt 
with Lewis 
McDonald, 
a neighbor. 
Brandt went to B. 
H. H am ’s store, 
where he found Justin Adams, the in­ 
direct cause of the woman’s murder. 
Adams was induced to go to B randt’s 
home 
to look 
at a wagon 
he had 
talked of buying, and the two men 
were seen approaching the barn to­ 
gether. 
That was 
the last seen of 
Adams alive. 
His body was found 
in the barn 
with 
a gaping 
bullet bme— through 
the forehead. 
Brandt appears then to have gone 
back to McDonald’s, where he picked 
up his little son, pressed him to his 
heart and kissed him. 
Then Brandt 
returned 
home, wrote 
and 
sealed 
some letters to relatives, also an open 
note accusing Adams of wrecking his 
home and telling where the bodies of 
his victims were. 
Brandt then shut 
himself through the temple, probably 
dying instantly.

This re s u lt was attained after 
decidedly the most strenuous day of 
the present congress. 
The many amendments which were

many records useful only for future 
political purposes. 
Republican opposition to the bill In 
the interest 
of American 
beet and 
cane sugar and tobacco, tried out its 
strength early and gave up. 
This op­ 
position refused to affiliate with Demo­ 
cratic effor t. 
The strongest plea for 
“insurgent” support was made in be­ 
half of Champ Clark’s am endm ent re­ 
ducing the differential on refined su­ 
gar. The minority sought to duplicate 
the house record made on the Cuban 
reciprocity 
art, but they 
reckoned 
without their host as not a Republican 
opponent to the measure stood with 
them to overrule the decision of the 
chair. 
The Democratic substitute re­ 
ceived only

of the mi­ 
nority and went down under a vote 
of 231 to 106. 


Demanded a Roll Call. 
Upon the final passage of the bill 
the insurgents demanded a roll call 
hat their record might be preserved. 
The bill admits goods, the growth

United States free of duty except su­ 
gar, tobacco and rice, 
upon wffiich a 
tariff of 25

rates is levied. 
It provides that after 
April I, 1909, there shall be absolute 
free 
trade 
each way 
between

Jnited States and the Philippines. It 
also exempts Philippine goods coming 
to the United States from the export 
tax 
of those 
islands. 
Merchandise 
from either 
country is 
subjected to 
tho internal revenue tax of the coun­ 
try in 
which such 
merchandise is 
withdrawn for consumption. 
An effort sustained by the Demo­ 
crats, but opposed by all but throe 
Republicans, was initiated by Mr. Mo­ 
r a n of Massachusetts to commit the 
United Spites to the policy of granfc- 
ng independence 
to the Philippine 
islands as soon as their inhabitants 
mi—bt' prepared—for self-government.

for Havana. 


Key West, Fla., Jan. 17.— Eight of 
the men who have been most active 
in 
inciting the 
cigarm akers’ 
strike 
were asked during the day by cit! 
sens to leave town and they left for 
Havana. 
Three of them came from 
Tam pa and the others were members 
of the committee of the Cuban union 
The American cigarm akers went to 
work during 
the day. 
The 
Cuban 
committee issued a circular denounc­ 
ing them and threatening them. 
The 
circular told 
the Cubans to 
punish 
Americans wherever they met them 
This aroused the people, who invited 
the strike committee to leave. 
More trouble is feared.

what is a reasonable rate.

ton contended that

legitimately exercise this right. 
Mr. Scott made a brief speech in 
support of tin* merchant m arine ship­ 
ping bill.

A. Ousdahl Makes a Curt Reply 


To Communication of Am­ 


brose Tiffhe

communication 
has 
been received by T h e D ispa t c h in an­ 
swer to one sent in by Ambrose Tighe, 
president of the Minnesota W ater W orks 
company: 
“ E d ito r o f T h e D a il y D is p a t c h : 
“ As I submitted the figures in the re 
port on the power, etc., presented at tho 
Commercial Club on tho 9th inst., I 
deem it my duty to answer Mr. Tighe’s 
communication, published in your pa 
per on Monday last. 
“ In tho first place I wish to state that 
the ‘quantities’ on which I based my 
figures are not ‘theoretical,’ but actual 
facts, such as furnished me by the two 
Superintendent!), Mr. Peterson and Mr. 
W right. 
I have in my possession their 
original figures. 
I did not know, nor 
did I make any statement as to the an­ 
nual receipts of the two plants, but in 
estimating on a new plant, I had to deal 
with actual 
quantities, produced at 
each station. 
“ Unless we know the actual cash re 
ceipts of the two stations, no one can 
give the correct average rate per 1,000 
gallons or per kilowatt. 
W e know the 
number of kilowatts generated at the 
electric light station last year: it was 
1,275,370 kilowatts, or an average of 100,- 
280 per month, 
From this the trams 
mission losses must be deducted; this 
loss should not exceed IO per cent in the 
new plant. 
As we all know, the estab­ 
lished rates in our city is 71 cents per 
kilowatt, with a discount of IO to 25 per 
cent according to quantities used, any­ 
one can figure for himself what the re­ 
ceipts of such a plant will bo. 
“ The commotion at the Commercial 
Club was caused upon learning the 
facts as to the output of the electric 
light station, and the comparatively 
small receipts collected from this source. 
The city authorities will no doubt look 
into this matter, but I wish it under­ 
stood that said amount of electricity 
should be credited to the electric light 


station as it can not be had or used un­ 
less it is paid for, if a private company 
was the owner of such a station. 
“ As Mr. Tighe practically admits, we 
will take it for granted that one million 
gallons is the average number of gal­ 
lons pumped at his water plant in 24 
hours. 
On the question of water rates 
and quantity of water pumped, I will 
submit the following facts, received 
from H. E. Roberts, city clerk of Moor­ 
head, Minn. 
“ For the year ending 1905, said city 
with its municipal plant used 
and 
pumped 73,005,000gallons of water as in­ 
dicated by meters, which are in use. 
For this amount of water the city re­ 
ceived in cash 610,060.75. or an average 
of about 14 0 IO cents per 1.000 gallons. 
This is not very far from ‘the commit­ 
tee's generous figures of 18^ cents. 
“ Mr Tighe, these figures are ‘facts,’ 
so I will <|note your own statement; ‘A 
practical experience of this sort knocks 
(your) theoretical figures of ( 0412' to .05 
cents) 
ct d 1.vise.’ 
It is said; 
‘Figures 
do not lie, but liars do figure.’ 
“ Mr. Tighe says “In po iff? of fact leav­ 
ing out what it gets from tile Northern 
Pacific Railw ay Co, the Minnesota W a ­ 
ter Works Co.'s gross annual income 
from consumers has never exceeded the 
sum of $12,000.’ 
Add to this $5,820, 
paid by N. P. Co., ant] we have a total 
of $17,820, as tilt* ‘gross’ earning per 
year. 


“ I will refer the reader to the B rain ­ 
erd Tribune of March lith , 1906, under 
the heading ‘Tighe and C ity W ater.’ 
Fron^this paper I will quote the follow­ 
ing statements made to tho Tribune re­ 
porter by Ju d d W right, local manager 
of the Minnesota W ater W orks Co. 
It 
reads, 
‘Mr. W righ t stated that the 
earning of the local company aggregate 
between $21,000 and $22,000 per year, 
out of which of course tho interest 
must be paid on tho bonds. 
Ile said 
that probably noone would think it. I>ut 
the expenses of the Minnesota W ater 
Works Co. aggregate $55 per day.' 
“ W e can all see the inconsistency in 
these 
figures. 
Mr. Tighe 
says the 
‘gross’ annual income never exceeded 
about $17,820, while his manager Mr. 
W right states that they aggregate be­ 
tween $21,000 and $22,000, a difference of 
about $4,000, which is in the language 
of Mr. Tighe ‘so small an amount in 
comparison that one is almoft ashamed 
to speak of it.’ 
“ As Mr. W right says, ‘with an aggre­ 
gate expense of $55 per day’ making a 
total of $20,075 per year, the Minnesota 
W ater Works Co. according to Mr. 
Tighe’s figures are losing $2,255 per 
year. 
From this it follows that instead 
of the proposed plant ‘going on tho 
rocks,’ Mr. Tighe’s plant ‘is already on 
the*rocks.’ 
“ In conclusion I will say, 
Bring on 
your ‘figures’ Mr. Tighe, and we’ll know 
the ‘truth’ by and bye. 
Respectfully submitted," 
A. O u s d a h l.”
